Third limitation stated "a current controller for controlling current steering and at 
least one offset current in the differential amplifier based at least in part upon the 
adjustment signal and a current steering control signal ." It appears " a current 
steering control signal " should correctly be "a current steering variable signal (Sa)", 
see page 19, lines 2-12, since there is nowhere in the detailed description of the 
embodiments shown which signal called "a current steering control signal".
